LIVE QUESTIONS 


TO BE TAKEN UP 


Important Matters to Be Consid­ 
ered at Trades Council’s 
Next Meeting. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY MATTER 


Likely to Come in for a Share of Dis­ 
cussion—Election of Officesr May 
Be Postponed Because of Brother- 
hood Convention in May. 


At the meeting of Traces and I^ibor 
Council to be held this week a num­ 
ber of important questions will be up 
for consideration and Anal action. 
It was thought by 
a 
number of 
members of the organization that the 
Trades Council should have had some 
voice in the m atter of finishing up 
the details in merging the publtc 
li­ 
brary and making it a part of the Car­ 
negie Institution. 
This opinion was based upon the 
fact that ever since the library was 
started it has been supported and re­ 
ally owed its existence to the coun­ 
cil. 
From time to time during 
the 
past two or three years various sums 
have been “loaned” to the institution. 
This was before it became solf^sus- 
tabling, if indeed, it Is in that condi­ 
tion today. The older members of the 
organization in voting 
upon 
these 
questions as they came up took it for 


granted that it was simply a case of 
donating 
to 
a 
good 
cause, 
even 
through the formality of taking votes 
was gone through. 
In the early his­ 
tory of the library the board of direc­ 
tors and all officers connected with it 
were labor men and were working in 
the interest of their fellows; 
there­ 
fore it was most natural that 
the 
council would respond 
when called 
upon. 
Within the past two years, however, 
the laboring element has lost interest 
to a certain* degree and new names 
have appeared In the list of directors' 
at each election. Not that these par­ 
lies have been particularly antagonis­ 
tic to labor, but the fact that the 
interest had waned and there was no 
one left to maintain the institution, 
was accountable for this condition. 
All at once, and because certain indi­ 
viduals had a peculiar interest in at­ 
taining a certain end. the interest was 
suddenly revived, and the council, the 
founder of the public library, was once 
more In control. 
As was stated, 
there 
are 
those 
among the members who think the 
council should have been consulted 
upon the question of merger; especial­ 
ly since but one of those selected to 
represent labor on the Carnegie board 
is a member of Trades Council. It is 
probable some discussion of the mat­ 
ter will be indulged in Wednesday 
night. 
There is still another element which 
makes the claim that Trades Council 
should not have mixed in the matter I 
at all, and perhaps this class is in 
the majority. 
However that may be. j 
they are likely to be heard from if I 
the discussion takes place. 
On the first Wednesday of 
May.j 


according to the constitution, the elec­ 
tion of officers should be beld, but it 
is doubtful if the law will be carried 
out this year. 
In fact, a movement 
is on foot to have the election of offi- 
1j cera postponed until the second meet- 
I ing in May, which falls on the 15th. 
The reason for this is that perhaps 
50 per c,ent of the membership of the 
council is made up of«representatives 
of the several pottery’ trades. 
Many 
of these men have been chosen as 
delegates to represent their locals at 
the Brotherhood convention to be held 
at Trenton during the same week on 
which the election of Trades Council's 
officers should be held. 
These dele­ 
gates naturally have some interest in 
the selection of those men who will 
preside over them during the coming 
year, and will move a postponement 
at the meeting this week.

Hicks-Beach Praises Boers.

spoke in praise of the valor of the
